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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Wet Set - The Magazine for ‘Accident Prone’ Adults Number 9 
is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This is because it is considered to promote and support the use of urine and 
excrement in association with sexual conduct and degrading conduct. 

The magazine is directed at an informed audience who fetishises the use of urine, 
excrement and baby wear in association with sexual conduct and degrading conduct. 
The fetishes are adult practices and involve consensual sexual activity which is 
described as being enhanced by these activities. 

The magazine is express in interpreting the use of baby accessories—as is common 
to the sexual fetish in which practitioners role-play acts of infants—as being an adult 
practice devoid of reference to children per se. 

The promotion and support of the use of urine and excrement in association with 
sexual conduct and degrading conduct is achieved by the magazine's encouragement 
of these behaviours as being usual and arousing. These practices are described as 
being individually chosen or mutually enjoyed. The availability of this publication, 
which promotes and supports these activities, is deemed to be likely to be injurious to 
the public good under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 
1993. In this instance, the classification as objectionable overrides the rights and 
freedoms outlined in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This decision is 
considered to be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society, where the 
likely injury to the public good in this instance outweighs the rights of the individual to 
access material. 
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
